LONDON,  Dec.  16.— Prolonged  checrint;  greeted  the 
announcement  this  afternoon  that  hotli  Houses  of  the  Brit- 
ish ParHament  had  ratified  the  treaty  creating;  tho  Irish 
Free  State  by  emphatic  majoriues.  The  vote  in  the  Com- 
mons was  401  to  58. 

The  House  of  Commons,  immediately  after  the  vote  was 
taken  approving  the  reply  to  the  King's  Speech  from  the 
Throne,  which  meant  ratification  of  the  treaty,  adjourned 
until  Monday  to  await  action  on  the  treaty  by  the  Dail 
Eireann,  which  is  deliberating  in  Dublin. 

A  vote  will  be  taken  by  that  body  at  a  public  session  on 
Monday  morning.  The  Ulsteritcs  and  Die-I lards  fought 
hard  to  the  end  in  a  last  desperate  effort  to  turn  the  tide 
which  it  was  clearly  seen  from  the  first  would  overwhelm 
thcni.
